-Pend a nee.— C. AL—Com tesse, a member 
of the Swiss government, was elected 
honorary chairman aud delivered the 
opening 
address. 
He 
outlined 
the 
progress 
of the 
pacific 
movement, 
pointing out, however, amid applause, 
the necessity 
for safeguarding 
the 
patriotic idea and providing for the 
national defense. 
Frederic Pussy on behalf of France 
also spoke in favor of a world-wide 
peace. 
B. F. Trueblcod of Boston read the 
report of the American delegates who 
presented a proposition analagous to 
that recently adopted 
by the inter­ 
parliamentary’ congress at Brusselis, 
favoring a second conference at The 
Hague for the purpose of drawing up 
an international arbitration treaty and 
also favoring periodical congresses for 
the discussion of questions relating 
to 
the 
limitation 
or reduction 
of 
arm am ents and the protection of neu­ 
tral commerce against belligerents. 
A Chinese delegate evoked applause 
by protesting against European mili­ 
tary designs against China. 
Elie Uncommon of Berne was unan­ 
imously elected president of the con­ 
gress.

Other collateral consisted of

tracts of Kentucky Mineral and Timber

erty, and large sums were expended 
for that purpose, and by July I, 1905,

ARRAIGNS FORMER AUDITO R. 


Governor Hanley of Indiana Says He 
Gambled. 
Hamilton, Ind., Sept. 20.—In an fid- 
dress at the reunion of the Thirtieth 
Indiana regiment Tuesday Governor 
Hanley, the principal speaker, made 
public his reasons for his action in the 
case of David E. Sherriok, ex-auditor 
of state, whose resignation was forced 
by the governor. 
Facts and figures 
were used to show what became of 
the money belonging to the state that 
was lost by "David E. Sherrlck, au­ 
ditor of state and common gambler." 
The governor charged that $10,000 
of tin state’s money ‘‘went by check 
into the hands of the gentlemen who 
was then operating the casino" at 
French 
Lick. 
The 
governor 
then 
enumerated a li*d of what he called 
‘‘wild cat securities” 
aggregating a 
face value of $75,000 into which the 
state’s 
money went. 
Following, 
he 
charged that Sherriek’s continued ab­ 
sence from the sessions of the state 
board of tax commissioners "was oc­ 
casioned by drinking bouts and mid­ 
night carousals around the gambling 
tables from 
which he could 
not re­ 
cover in time to meet with the com­ 
mission.” 
He charged that 
Sherrlck at the 
time the Monon railway came up for 
assessment argued that 
the assess­ 
ment be allowed to remain at $18,06*0 
because in that case a friend of his 
to whom he was under great obliga­ 
tion personally could get permanent 
employment with the company lf the 
assessment could be kept at $18,000. 
He also claimed that Sherriok prac­

Towed Into Halifax by a British Tank 
Steamer. 
Halifax, N. S., Sept. 20.—The North 
German Lloyd steamer Bremen, Cap- 
4:ain Nierielv-from New York. Sept. 14, 
bound for Bremen, was towed here 
Tuesday by the British tank steamer 
Lueigen, from Shields, 
Sept. 5, for 
Philadelphia. 
The port tail shaft of 
the Bremen broke on the afternoon 
of Sept. 15 and the accident damaged 
the starboard propeller. 
Attempts which were made by the 
engineers to repair the damage were 
unsuccessful and the steam er rolled 
helplessly in the heavy swell.

John L. Morrison, the mining expert 
of Duluth, was in the city yesterday and 
went out to some of the locations where 
they are drilling on the Cuyuna and 
also visited 
the big Pickands-Mather 
company shaft on Section 8, 
Mr. Mor 
risen is the man who furnishes a lot of 
good matrrial for the Duluth Herald on 
the Cuyuna range. 
He has been in the 
mining business all his life and while he 
has not had the experience in mining 
ore that he has had in mining gold he 
has a very good knowledge of forma­ 
tions, etc., and knows perhaps as much 
if not more about the Cuyuna 
range 
than any other man. 
Mr. Morrison is very sanguine as to 
the future of the Cuyuna and he talks 
interestingly and entertainingly of the 
prospects of the range. 
He says there are about -I drills now 
at work on the range in different locali­ 
ties. 
George Crosby of Duluth has live 
of thesa drills at work. 
The drill 
was 
moved out on the Schenango company 
property on Sec. *22 yesterday afternoon 
and actual drilling will commence to­ 
day. 
This is but I miles from Brainerd. 
The center of interest on the Cuyuna 
is naturally at the big shaft and any 
news from there is eagerly looked for. 
The fact that they have struck iron at a 
depth of eighty feet has caused consider­ 
able excitement. 
They did not expect 
to encourter ore until they had cross­ 
cut. 
The shaft was sunk at least 125 
feet away from where the drill was put 
down, but it was expected to go down 
about 150 feet and then cross-cut and 
work under the body of ore. 
This they 
will do any way. but they are taking ore 
out now in getting down to the 150 foot 
level. 
Mr. Morrison stated yesterday 
that this ore was not of the best grade, 
but notwithstanding this it showed 
clearly that it is a good leader to the 
larger body and higher grade of ore. 
At Swartz driving park it is under­ 
stood that prospects have not been so 
good. 
The drill has been moved five 
times and it is now on the north side of 
the track. 
It is not learned but it is be­ 
lieved that nothing has been found on 
this property. 
Mr. Morrison stated yesterday after­ 
noon that there was a deal pending at 
Duluth the consumation of which would 
mean that another drill would be start­ 
ed on the range in a few days. 
Of all the drills that are at work for 
the different interests it should 
result 
in something. 
It is not expected that 
every concern that is drilling will sink 
a shaft even if ore is found, but there 
are a few concerns such as the Pick­ 
ands-Mather company ami 
the Sehan- 
ango Furnace company who will surely 
push the work to rapid completion if 
there is the slightest indications that 
they will succeed.
